In 1898, James Ward Packard, an engineer and manu¬ 
facturer of electrical equipment, traveled to Cleveland to 
purchase a Winton motor car. The 50-mile drive home was 
filled with aggravation and frustration. Packard decided to 
organize a company that was dedicated to producing only 
the finest possible car, regardless of expense, and that is 
exactly what he did. 

To maintain the 
highest quality stan¬ 
dards Packard started 
the first factory school 
of auto engineering.

In the 1940’s war clouds over Europe 
heralded trouble for Packard Motor Car. 
Steel was in short supply, and Packard was 
not as politically connected as some of the 
much larger car companies. America’s 
tastes in automobiles changed radically and 
buyers wanted new styles, year after year. Packard tried to 
accommodate, but management could not move fast 
enough. In 1954 a merger took place with Studebaker, and 
the Packard nameplate failed to survive the decade.

What Are “Proofs”? ^ 

The highest quality stocks and bonds were print¬ 
ed from engraved steel or copper plates. A proof 
is a sample impression on very soft paper 
(“India paper”), usually mounted on card stock. 
Because the paper is very soft and the plate is 
newly-engraved, every line is clearly and 
sharply transferred. The first impressions on 
special paper were never utilized as monetary 
instruments. Proofs were used by the engravers 
to check the accuracy of the work as it pro¬ 
gressed. The final proofs were sent to the clients 
for approval. The printing run began only when 
the final proof, initialed by the client, was 
returned to the banknote company. Early 
progress proofs (pre-1860's) are rarely encoun¬ 
tered. Often, only the final approval proof was 
filed away in the banknote company’s archives. 
The fragile nature of the India paper and the 
large format of most certificates resulted in real 
storage problems. Large proofs had to be folded 
to fit into standard file drawers, and over time, 
many certificate proofs were lost or destroyed. 
Plate cancellation proofs also exist. These repre¬ 
sent the final impression, taken before the plate 
was destroyed. Easily distinguished from first 
impression proofs, the cancellation proofs are 
usually printed directly on to card stock and are

Widely recognized as the most beautiful and sought-after post-1960 
American stock, Ringling Brothers is a wonderful example of multi-col¬ 
ored security printing in circus poster style. The attention and expense 
lavished on this issue can only be explained by the value that circus peo¬ 
ple attach to what they refer to as “flash." (Roughly translated, “flash" is 
a brilliant display used to attract attention.) The history of the company 
dates back to the 1923, when the Ringling Brothers formed a partnership 
with Barnum and Bailey. During 1929, John Ringling borrowed over 
$1,000,000 and bought out many smaller, competing shows. Three years 
later he chartered a Delaware corporation called Ringling Brothers - 
Barnum and Bailey Combined Shows, Inc. In 1971 Ringling Brothers 
merged with Mattel. When Ringling Brothers stockholders were asked to 
trade in their circus stocks for Mattel certificates many refused. They 
were reluctant to part with their beautiful certificates and Mattel officials 
had to work out an accommodation. Mattel offered to stamp the 
Ringling Brothers certificates in a comer and return them to the original 
owners. Some were stamped and returned, while others remain in the 
hands of their original owners to this day. This may explain why so few 
examples are available to collectors.

Future President of the United States Signs These 
Rare Certificates 


Warren Gamaliel Harding 

(1865-1923) was born in Corsica, 
Ohio on November 2, 1865. 
Harding was educated in 
public schools and later 
attended Ohio Central 
College. He taught 
school, read law, and 
then got a job in a 
newspaper office. 

He smelled the ink 
and heard the roar of 
the presses, and he 
knew he had found his 
calling. 

In 1884 Harding 
became editor and proprietor 
of the Marion Star. He organized 
Harding Publishing in 1909, just 
one year before he was nominat¬ 
ed for governor of the State of 
Ohio but failed to win. In the 
campaign of 1910 his newspaper 
came out strongly for Taft. In 
1914 Harding was elected to the 
U.S. Senate, an office he would 
hold for seven years. Harding 
favored Prohibition, supported 
the declaration of war against 
Germany, favored the death 
penalty for spies, but later 
advocated amnesty for political 
prisoners. 

Nominated for President by 
the Republicans in 1920, he 
received only 65 1/2 votes on the 
first ballot, and 39 of them came 
from his home state delegation! 
Due largely to the support of his 
fellow Senators, Harding won the 
nomination and went on to win an 
overwhelming victory against 


James M. Cox in November. 

He stressed a return to “nor¬ 
malcy” in his inaugural address 
and he attempted to reduce 
taxes. Throughout his 
administration Harding 
enjoyed personal pop¬ 
ularity, but his cabi¬ 
net members and 
political allies were 
suspected of corrup¬ 
tion, and later inves¬ 
tigations proved these 
allegations to be true. 
In August, 1923, 
Harding took a trip across 
the United States to tour 
Alaska. On the way back he was 
stricken with pneumonia and 
died. 

Throughout his political career 
Harding maintained ownership of 
Harding Publishing. When 
asked why he would not sell, 
Harding wrote of the devotion he 
felt towards the men and women 
who managed and worked at the 
newspaper he loved. 

Presidents of the United States 
are rarely seen as signers of 
stocks or bonds. Though others 
may be known, we have seen 
only five until now (Washington, 
Fillmore, McKinley, Cleveland 
and Franklin Roosevelt), and 
Harding is the only one who 
signs as president of a corpora¬ 
tion. That is why we were 
delighted to acquire this new 
addition to a very exclusive and 
desirable area of scripophily.

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The Beginnings of the New York 
Central Railroad 

The beginnings of the New York Central can be traced back 
to an August day in 1831 when the tiny steam locomotive 
DeWitt Clinton, with no headlight, no whistle, and no cab, 
pulled away from the head of the inclined plane at Albany, and 
slowly proceeded along the new 12-mile Mohawk and Hudson 
Rail-Road tracks to Schenectady. The active, influential 
stockholders included John Jacob Astor and Stephen Van 
Rensselaer. (Cornelius Vanderbilt, who would eventually 
control the destiny of the New York Central, was too busy 
operating a successful steam boat line between New York and 
Albany, and he had neither the time nor the inclination to get 
involved with anything as new and speculative as a railroad). 
In fact, there were only twelve people with enough money and 
interest to buy the original 2,321 shares. 

We were fortunate enough to obtain a small group of early 
Mohawk and Hudson shares, all dated in the 1830’s. While all 
pre-1840 railroad shares are scarce, we believe that these 
examples are particularly important because they represent the 
beginnings of the mighty New York Central Railroad.

What Are “SPFXIMENS” ? 

When bank note companies print stocks or bonds for their customers they often print a few additional copies for various purposes. Some are 
kept in the bank note company’s reference files. Others are sent to the customers who use them as counterfeit detectors. These extra copies usu¬ 
ally have the word “SPECIMEN” printed into the signature blocks and they have “00000” serial numbers so that they cannot be mis-represented 
s regularly issued stocks or bonds. While SPECIMENS lack the signatures of the corporate officials, they are usually in pristine condition, and 
often they are the only way to obtain an example of a particular stock and bond.

The Studebaker Story 


The Studebaker Brothers of South Bend, Indiana commenced their illustrious careers by building wagons in a tiny blacksmith’s shop (pictured on their 
early stocks and bonds). They soon outgrew their humble beginnings. During the Civil War their contract to supply the Union forces with wagons proved to be 
quite lucrative, and by 1872, the Studebaker Brothers were already one of the largest manufacturers of vehicles in the world. Around the turn of the century 
early auto industrialists were knocking at their doors to obtain chassis parts, so it came as no surprise that in 1902 Studebaker decided to produce their own 
cars, electrics designed by Thomas Edison. The late twenties saw Studebakers win more races than the company could keep track of, and they seemed to be 
headed for financial success, but in 1928 Studebaker acquired Pierce-Arrow. The worsening economic climate and the financial burden of this large acquisi¬ 
tion led to receivership in 1933. Pierce-Arrow had to be sold, and Studebaker recovered, producing fine automobiles for another thirty years. 

They merged with Packard in the 1950’s, and the Studebaker Corporation lives on today despite the fact that the last car rolled off the production line in 
1966.

The organization of corporations for 
business purposes in the United States 
began, for all intents and purposes, with 
the development of privately-maintained 
toll roads. In 1785 Virginia appointed a 
group of commissioners to erect a gate 
across the road leading from Alexandria 
through the Blue Ridge Mountains. Money 
collected was used to keep the road in 
good repair, but it could not be maintained 
satisfactorily. In 1805, after the original 
road surface wore out, a private corpora¬ 
tion was granted a charter to reconstruct 
the road and collect tolls. The Little River 
Turnpike Company continued to operate 
for the next 90 years. The success of the 
Little River and other early turnpikes led 
many individuals to pool their capital 
resources and request charters to form 
turnpike companies throughout the Eastern 
United States, popularizing the idea of cor¬ 
porate ownership and literally paving the 
way to economic growth.

The Philadelphia Museum was founded 
by Charles Willson Peale, one of the most 
celebrated portrait painters of his time and 
head of the family of renowned artists.

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How Espionage, Carrier Pigeons, and his Remarkable Financial 
Instincts Made Nathan Rothschild the Richest Man in Europe 

Nathan Rothschild was bom in Frankfort-am-Main, Germany, in 1777, the third son of five. Rothschild’s father, Anselm Meyer, derived the family 
name Rothschild from his business sign, a red shield. The family firm had offices throughout Europe in the cities of Frankfort. Paris, Vienna, Naples and 
London. The family early became interested in foreign loans, and Nathan increased the firm’s prestige by 
hiding the treasure of the Elector of Hesse Cassel in 1806 and returning it in 1814 with 5% interest. 

Moving to Britain in 1800, first to Manchester and later to London, Nathan developed a reputation as an 
astute speculator whose appraising eye was quick to see profits where others feared losses. His success was 
assisted by the development of a packet service consisting of fast sailboats. He later used carrier pigeons to 
carry messages. Both methods gave him valuable information long before it reached others. A classic 
example of this was during the Waterloo campaign when he knew that Wellington had won, while others 
sold in panic at the news of the earlier lost battles at Ligny and Quatre Bras. 

Building on this success, Rothschild virtually made London the financial capital of the world by inter¬ 
esting the British investors in the purchase of foreign government loans. That Nathan had made his family 
almost a sovereign power in its own right was illustrated by the affair of the French 1817 indemnity loan. 
Excluded from participation in this 1 billion franc operation, (against the advice of Francis Baring, the con¬ 
sortium's head) the Rothschilds bought bonds at 53, ran them up to 74. then sold out bearing the prices 
until they reached 65. five points below the offering price. Faced with disaster, the anti-semitic foreign min¬ 
isters of the powers, who had invested heavily in the success of this loan, were compelled to surrender and 
the Rothschilds played a key role in the sale of the next three installments. 

The Bank of England was next to feel Nathan’s wrath at failing to accord him the respect to which he 
felt himself entitled. The Bank refused to rediscount his bills so he engineers ' 
personally, a run on the Bank’s coin reserves. Confronted by the threatened 
loss of £11 million in gold for the redemption of its banknotes, the Bank 
agreed to make an exception to its rule of discounting any bills but its own in 
Nathan’s favor. 


The Rothschild role in the preeminence of Britain as a financial 
market lay in an early coup of Nathan s, whereby bonds he handled as an investment banker were denominated in sterling and the 
interest made payable in London and in pounds. Among the powers availing themselves of the new arrangements was Czarist 
Russia, which floated a loan for £3,500,000 in 1822.

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Grading Terminology 

Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks and 
bonds has not developed to the point where everyone agrees 
on or uses similar standards. The very nature of stocks and 
bonds defies a grading system based, for example, on wear, 
or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, we 
have used terminology designed to convey a strictly subjec¬ 
tive impression of the items we endeavor to describe. 

Fair - A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, stains, 
small pieces or tears. 

Fine - Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with splits 
slightly into the design elements, but with no pieces missing. 
More severe flaws will be mentioned. 

Very Fine (VF) - The average grade of most of the stocks and 
bonds we encounter. 

A Very Fine share certificate will have several light to moder¬ 
ate folds, and the paper will show obvious wear or softness. 
Bonds that were originally folded by the printer may have sev¬ 
eral additional folds. There may be minor edge roughness, but 
any splits that extend into the designs will be described. Very 
light soiling is typical, but heavier stains or foxing will be men¬ 
tioned. 

Very Fine+ (VF+) - Obviously used or worn, but brighter or 
cleaner than the average example. 

Extremely Fine (EF) - A well above average example. Stocks 
may show a few light to moderate folds. Bonds that were origi¬ 
nally folded may have a few light to moderate extra folds. The 
paper will retain most of the original crispness and brightness. 
The margins will be free from noticeable edge splits, stains or 
other problems. 

Extremely Fine+ (EF+) - As made, or nearly so.

The Sleeping Car Company Collection 



Long distance railroad travel in the I850's was very unpleasant. The cars were hot and dusty in the summer, cold and drafty in the winter. Overnight passen¬ 
gers had to sleep in their seats or get off the trains and stay at track-side hotels where accomodations were consistently poor. To make matters worse, most 
trains were local affairs. The passengers had to change trains at the end of each line and carry their baggage over to the beginning of the next railroad. 

The 1860’s brought relief. George Mortimer Pullman developed a sleeping car that 
revolutionized long distance travel on railroads. The new sleeping cars he constructed 
offered fold-down berths, luxurious interior furnishings and service with a smile. Pullman 
cars moved from one railroad to the next, allowing passengers to relax throughout their 
entire trip. Pullman provided the lavishly outfitted cars and well-trained staff. The rail¬ 
roads paid nothing for this service, and they benifited greatly from increased ridership. 

The idea caught on rapidly and spread throughout the Midwest and Western States, but 
Cornelius Vanderbilt refused to allow Pullman cars on the lines of the New York Central. 
During the late 1850’s Webster Wagner, a New York Central depot master, came to 
Commodore Vanderbilt with a design for a sleeping car. Vanderbilt liked the idea, and 
helped Wagner organized the New York Sleeping Car Company. In 1865 he developed a 
plush parlor car which could compete with Pullman, and Wagner Palace Car Company 
was organized.

The winds of war swept back and forth 
across Texas in the early part of the 19th 
Century. Spanish Royalists fought 
Revolutionaries for control of Mexico, creating 
an opportunity for a group of opportunistic 
Americans to invade Texas. The American filli- 
busterers were led by Major Reuben Ross of 
Virginia until a series of intrigues forced him to 
leave Texas. Ross returned to Louisiana, just in 
time to avoid being caught by the royalist gen¬ 
eral, Arredondo, and his aid-de-camp, Antonio 
Lopez de Santa Anna, who slaughtered the mixed 
band of Mexican rebels and Americans at the 
Battle of Medina River. 

In 1822, Ross, now a colonel, procured a 
token of appreciation from the Revolutionary 
Government of Mexico for services rendered dur¬ 
ing the revolution. He was given a land grant 
running between the 102 and 103 meridians 
(the New Mexico border), from the 32nd degree 
longitude up to the right bank of the Arkansas 
River in Colorado. This covered the western 
half of the Texas panhandle, and while it 
seemed to be a most generous gift, Mexico 
had no surplus population of its own to move to 
and settle these lands. The government often 
issued contracts to so-called “empresarios” 
who, in exchange for liberal grants of land, 
agreed to bring in settlers. (The 
most famous of these was Stephen 
Austin.) Settlers had to be Roman 
Catholics and Mexico reserved the 
right to exclude persons from coun¬ 
tries deemed to be a security risk 
which in effect was a ban on Americans.

Before Ross could perfect his title and pro¬ 
ceed to exploit this holding, he was mur¬ 
dered in Mexico City by a foot pad. 

Ross’s grant was taken over by Messers, 
Ogden, Jackson and Curtis, the signers of 
these certificates, but the prohibition against 
American settlers from 1827-1830 blocked 
their plans. They were able to start up in 
1831 after the repeal of this law. The time 
limit expired and they were compelled to get 
a new grant, which curtailed the size of their 
holding in the north by approximately fifty 
miles back from the Arkansas River. 

It should be noted that while there were 
sales of land from this grant to various spec¬ 
ulators, the land itself was not particularly 
valuable. Besides being located in mostly 
desert or quasi-desert areas, the territory was 
infested with tough Comanche and other 
rambuctious Indians who viewed that territo¬ 
ry as theirs and had little or no regard for the 
Mexican government and its land grants. 
And as the Mexicans and even the later 
Republic of Texas armed forces were not 
strong enough to induce them to adopt a dif¬ 
ferent view, there can be little doubt that as a 
settlement operation the company was a fail- 


We discovered only about a 
dozen of these certificates, all 
issued to, and obviously part of the 
estate of Sylvester Davis. Rarely 
seen, they are clearly an important 
piece of the history of Texas and 
the Mexican Revolution.

Due to the nature of the paper and the storage methods used dur¬ 
ing the Civil War and immediately after, almost all CSA bonds 
have some uneven borders, light staining and minor edge nicks.

The borders 
may be uneven or trimmed close in spots. There may be light 
staining and aging of the paper, but no major damage. Still 
quite presentable and collectible. 

VF - Better than average for this issue. The paper will be fairly 
bright and free from noticable aging. There are nice borders all 
around. 

VF+ - Though the borders may not be perfect and there may be 
minor aging of the paper, this example will be far better than 
average and represents the top quality available in our inventory 
of this issue.
